Preparation to his Diſcourſe he 
thus begins 3 Mey of Iſrael, and ye that fear God 
give andience, vcr. 16. by which having prepar- 
cd their minds to attend, he proceeds and givcs 
a particular relation of Gods pcculiar dealings 
with his Pcople Iſrael, trom Epypt to the time of 
David their King 3 of whom he treateth particus 
larly. 

That he was the Son of Feſſey, that he was a 
King, that God raiſed him up in mercy, that God 
gave Teſtimony of him, that he was a Man aftcr 
God's own heart, that he ſhould fulfil all his Will, 
ver. 22+ B Aud 
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And this he did of purpoſe, both to ingage 
them the more to attend, and becauſe they well 
knew that of the fruit of his Loins God had-pro- 
miſed the Meſiah ſhould come.

Men and Brethren, (aid Peter, let me freely 
ſpeak unto you of the Patriarch David, that be is 
both dead and buried, and bis Sepulcher is with us 
unto this day : therefore being a Prophet, and know- 
ing that God had ſworn with an Oathto him, that 
of the Fruit of bis Loins according to the Fleſh, he 
would raiſe up Chriſt to ſit on bis Thrones be ſeeing 
this before, fpake of the Reſurrettion of Chriſt, &&c.

1. Who Iſrael is. By Iſrael ſometimes we 


| ſhould underſtand the whole Stock of Facob, the 


Natural Children of his Fleth; for that name they 
have of him3 for he obtained it when he wreſiled 
with the Angel and prevailed (Gez- 32+) and re- 


: mained with his Seed in their Generations. 


2, By-Iſrael we are to underſtand all thoſe that 
God hath promiſed to Chriſt. The Children of 
the Promiſe are counted for the Seed, the cle& Jews 
and Gentiles. - Theſe are called the Iſrael of God, 
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and the Sced of Abrabam, whom' Jeſus in ſpecial 
regarded in his undertaking the;'work of Mans 
Redemption, Rom. 9. 6. Gal. 6+ 16. Heb. 2. 
I4, 15, 16- 

2. Whatit was for Jcſus to be raiſed up unto 
them. 

This word, raiſed ap, 1 diverſly taken. in the 
Scripture. 

7, It is taken for ſexding, as when he ſaith, he 
raticd them up Judges, Saviours, and Prophets 3 | 
he means, he ſent them ſuch, ( Fudges 2. 16, 18. 
Chap. 3+ 9, 15. Amos 2+ 11+ ) and thus he rai- 
ſed up Jeſus 3 that is, he ſent him. I came not, 
faith he, of my ſelf, but he ſent me. But the Fa- 
ther which ſent me gave me a commandment, 0+ 12. 

2. To be raiſed up intimateth one inveſted with 
power and authority. Thus he raiſed up David to 
he the King, of Iſrael; he anointed him & inveltcd 
him with Kingly Power, 1 Sam. 16. 13. Ads 
13. 22. And thus was Jeſus Chriit raiſed up : 
Hence he 15s called, tbe Horn of Salvation : He bath 
raiſed up for us an Horn of Salvation in the Howſe 
of bus Servant David, Luk. 2. 69+ 

3- Tobe raiſed up intimateth quickning and 
ſtrengthening, to oppoſe and overcome all oppo- 
ſition. Thus was Jeſus raiſed up from under 
Sin, Death, the rage of the World, and Hell, that 
day that God raiſed him out of the Grave. 

Thus therefore was Jeſus raiſed up to Tſrael 3 
that is, he was ſent,authorized, and ſrengthned 
to, | 
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to, and in the work of their Salvation, to the 
compleating of it. . 

The words thus opened, dolay before us theſe 
two Obſervations. | 

Firſt, That in all Ages God gave his People a 
Promiſe, - and ſo ground for a believing rem:morance 
that be would one day ſend them a Saviour. 

Secondly, That when Feſus was come into the 
World, then was that Promiſe of God fulfMed. 

To begin with the Firlt, That in all Ages God 
gave his People a Promiſe, and ſo ground for a be- 
lieving remembrance, that he would one day ſend 
them. a Saviour. 

This Zacharias teſtihes when he was filed with 
the Holy Ghoſt 3, for ſpeaking of the Mcliras,or the 
Saviour,he ſaith, ThatGod ſpake of him by the mouth 
of all the Prophets which have been fince the World 
began : To which I will add that of Peter 3 Yea, 
and all the. Prophets from Samuel, and theſe that 
follow after, as many as have ſpoken, have likewiſe 
foretold of theſe days, Luk. 2. 69, 70. Acts 3. 24+ 

From theſe Texts it 1s evident that in evcry 
Generation or Age of the World, God did give 
his People a Ptromile, and ſo ground tor a believ- 
ing-remembrance that he would one day ſend 
them a Saviour: for indecd the Promiſe is not 
only a ground for a remembrance, but tor a bc- 
lieving-remembrance : what God (aith is ſufhct- 
ent ground for Faith, becauſe he is Truth ayd 
cannot lye or repent But that 1s not all, 1:15 
B 4 Heart, 
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Heart was engaged, yea all his Heart, in the Pro- 
miſe which he ſpoke,of ſending us a Saviour. 

From this Obſervation I thall make inquiry 
into theſe thiee things. 

I. What it is to be a Saviour, 

2. Howit appears that God in all Ages gave bis 
People a Promiſe that he would one day ſend them a 
Saviour, | 

3. That this was gronud for a believing remem- 
brance that a Savionr ſhould one day come. 

Firſt, What #t 3s to be a Saviour. 

This word Saviour is cafie to be underftood, 
it being all one with Deliverer, Redeemer, 6c. 
A Saviour, Feſuxz both words are of the ſame 
fgnification, and are doubled, perhaps to teach 
us, that the Perſon mentioned in the Text, 1s not 
called Feſws only to diſtinguiſh him from other 
Men (tor names are given to diſtinguiſh) but alſo, 
and eſpecially to ſpecifie his Office : his Name is 
Saviour, becauſe it was to be his Work, his 
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Office, his Buſineſs in the World. His Name | 


ſhall be called Fefus, for be ſhall ſave bis People 
from their fins, Matt. I. 21» 


Secondly, This word $ avioxr is a word ſo large, | 


that it hath place in all the undertakings of Chritiz 
for whatever he doth m his Mediation,he doth as 
a Saviour. He interpoſeth between God and Man 
as a Saviow,, He engageth againſt Sin, the De- 
vil, Death, and Hell, as-a Saviour, and trium- 
phed over them by bimſclt as a Saviowr. 

4E Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, The word Saviour, as I ſaid, is all 
one with Reficemer, Deliyerer, Reconcilex, Peace- 
maker, or the like + for though there be yariati- 
on in the texms,; yet Saviour is the intendment of 
them all. By Redeeming he hecoms | Savianr, 
by Delivering he hecomes @ Saviazr, by Reeanciling 
he becomes a Saviour, and by making. Peace he 
hecometh a Saviowr : But I pals this now; in» 
tending to ſpeak moxe to the ſame queſtion 
afterwards 

Secondly, How . it appeax3 that God in all 
Ages gave his People a Promiſe that he would one 
day ſcnd them a Saviour. ? 

It appears evidently, for ſo ſoon as man had 
finned, God came to him with an heartfull of 
Promiſe, and continued to renew, and'renew, 
till che time of the promiſcd Meſlias to be:reveal- 
ed was come. bobs: 

He promiſed him under the name of the Seed 
of the Woman, after our fixſt Father had fGinned : 
Iwill put enmity between thee and the Woman, . and 
between thy Seed and her Seed, it ſhall break, thy 
Head, and thou ſhalt bruiſe bis Heel (Gen. 3. 15; ) 
This the Apofile hath his eye upon when he ſgith, 
When the fulneſs of the time was come, .God ſent 
forth his Son made of a Woman, made under the 
Law, to Redeem them that were under the Law, 
Gal.

2, God renewed this Promiſe to Abrgham, and

zernor of Judea, Herod was Tetrarch of Galilee, * 
Philip Tetrarch of Iturca, and Lyſanias Tetrarch 


of Abilene, all Heathens, and of Tyberius bis 
makin 


this time become ſo low by reaſon of the Roman 
oppreſſion, that the chief of them were put to get 
their living by their own hands, even Foſeph, 
the ſuppoſed Father of Jelus , was then become 
a Carpenter : Poor 'man ! whem Jeſus was born, 
he was fainito thruſt into a Stable, for there was 
in the Tu no room for ſuch Guelts as they. The 
Offering alſo which was brought unto God the 
time- when Jcſus was preſented unto the Lord, 
was two Turtle-Doves, or two young Pigeons z a Sa- 
crifice allowed only for them that were Poor and 
could-provide no bigger. 

And if ſhe be not able to bring a Lamb, then ſhe 
ſhall bring two Turtle-Doves or two young Pigeons, 
the one for a Burnt-Offring, tbe other for a $Sin-Of- 
fering, Levit.

This Proof they could not withfiand, but 
granted that he did many Miracles while they did 
nothing. Then gathered the Chief- Priefts and Pha- 
riſees a Counſel, and ſaid, what do we? for this 
Man doth many Miracles : if we let him alone all 
men will believe on him, and the Romans ſhall come 
and take away both our Place and Nation, John 11, 
47> 48. 

Yea ſo did Jeſus confound them, that by their 
own Records and' Laws by which they were to 
prove perſons clean or unclean 3 they in read- 
ing their Le&tures,did juſtifie him and overthrow 
themſelves. 

For inſtance, it was written in their Law, 
If be that hath an Tſſue ſpit upon him that is clean, 
that Spittle ſhould make him unclean, (Levit. 15. 
8.) Now Jeſus whom they counted molt unclean 
becauſe he faid he was the Son of Grd (as they 
thought ſpeaking Blaſphemy ) he pits upon 
pcop'e ard makes them whole; he ſpat and made 
clay with the Spittle and with that clay made a 
Blind Man fee, Foh. 9. 6. Alſo he ſpit on the 
Eyes ot another and made him (ce, Mar. 8. 23, 
24, 25. Apain he ſpit, and with his Spittle 
touched the Tongue of one that was Dumb, and 
made him ſpeak immediatly, Mar. 7. 33, 34 
3©. Thus he proved himſclt clear of their Ac- 
cuſations, and maintaincd before thum, that 


by their Law he was guiltleſs, and the Sor of 
God 5 
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God 3 for the Miracles which he wrought were 
to prove him {o to be. 

Again, In their Law it was writtcn,that who- 
fo touched the Altar of Incenſe ſhould be roy > 
(Exod. 29. 37.) A Woman with a Bloody Iſlue 
toucheth him, and is whole of her Plague. Yea, 
they brought to him many diſcaſed Perſons 3 and 
beſought bim that they might only touch the Hem of 
his Garment + and as many as touched, were made 
perfetily whole, Mar. 5. 28, 29» Mat. 14. 
35> 36» | 

Thus was he juſtified before them out of their - 
own Law, and had his Glory manifeſt before 
their Faces, to their everlaſting confulion and 
contempt. 

Indeed, the Jews did make one Objection a- 
gainſt Jeſus Chriſt, that ſeemed to them to have 
weight in it: and that was becauſe he firſt began to 
appear and manifeſt bis Glory in Canaan of Galilee. 
At this, I ſay, they ſtumbled, it -was their ſore 
temptation 3 for ſtill as ſome affirmed him to be 
the Chrift, others as faſt obje&ed, fall Chriſt 

como ont of Galilee ? art thou alſo of Galilee ? ſearch 
and look, for out 'of Galilee ariſeth no Prophet, 
John 2. I, 11. Chap. 7. 40, 41, 42+ 

But this their ſtumble might ariſe either; 

1: From the cruelty of Herod: Or, 

2. From their own not obſerving and keeping 
in mind the Alarum that God gave them at his 
Birth, 
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I. It might ariſe or be occaſioned through the / 
Cruelty of Herod, for Feſns was born in Bethle-- 
hem the City where David dwelt : But when Herod 
fent out to kill him, and for his ſake killed all the 
young, Children in Bethlehem then was Foſeph 
warned by an Angel of God, to take the young 
Child and his Mother and fly into Egypr, and fo 
he did; and was there till the Death of Herod, 
Mat. 2. 1, 13, 16, 19, 20.) After this the 
Angel comes to them in Egypt, and bids them 
| takethe young Child and return into the Land of 
| * Tfraclz wherefore they aroſe and went : but 
| hearing that Herod's $on that Tyrant ruled in the 
room of his Father, they were afraid to go to 
Bethlehem, but turned aſide into the Parts of Ga- 
lilee, where they remained till the rime of his 
ſhewing to Iſrael. | 

2. This ſtamble of theirs might ariſe from their 
not obſerving and keeping in mind the Alarum 
that God gave them of his Birth. 

I. God began to give them the Alarum at the 
Birth of Fobn the Baptiſt, where was afſerted that 
he was to go before the Face of the Lord Jeſus, 
and to prepare his Ways. And fear came upon 
all that dwelt round about them, and all theſe ſay- 
ings were noifed abroad throughout all the hili-Coun- 
tries of Judea, Luk. 1. 65. 

2. Again, What a continuation of this Ala- 
rum was there alfo at the Birth of Jeſus, which 
was about three months atter Fob Baptiſt was 
born» 
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born. Now come the, Angels from Heaven, now 
comes a;{irange.Star over theCountrey to lead the 
Men of the Eatt to.the..Stable where Jeſus was 
born; now was Herag, the Prieſts, the Scribes, 
.and.alfo the, City, Feruſalem awakened and ſore 
froubled-: for it: was, noifed by the Wiſe-Men , 
that Chriſt the King and Saviour was born. Be- 
ſides, The Sheptierds, ' Simon, and Ann gave 
notice of him tothe People 3 they ſhould there- 
fore have retaincd the Mcmory of theſe things, 
and have followed. God in all his. dark Provi- 
dences, until his Sou of Righteouſneſs ſhould 
ariſe among them with healing under his Wings. 

3- I may add another cauſc of their ſtumble» 
They did not underftand the Prophecics that 
went before of kun. 

1. He was tocome to them out of Egypt. Out 
of Egypt have I called my Son, Mat. 2. 15. 

2. He turned alide. into Cana of Galilee, and 

dwelt in the City oh Nazareth > That it might be 
fulfilled which was ſpoken . by the Prophets, be ſhall 
be called a Nazaren, Mat. 2. 23. 
* 3s; That ſaying alſo was to be fulfilled. The 
Land of Zcbulon, and the Land of Nepthaly, by 
the way of the Sea . beyond Foardan, Galilecwf the 
Gentiles, the Peyple that ſat in Darkneſi ſaw a great 
Eight,. and to them that ſat in the region and 'ſha- 
dow of Death, Light is ſprung up, Mat. 4 12, 
I3, 14, 15, I6, 17. 

At theſe things then they ſtumbled, an 1 'twas 
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a great Judgment of God upon them. 

Beſides, There ſeemed to be:a Contradiction in 
the Prophecies of the Scriptures concerning his 
Coming, He was to be born in Bethlebem, and 
yet to come out of Egypt: How ſhould he be the 
Chrift, and yet come out of Galilee, out of which 
ariſeth yo Prophet ? Thus they ſtumbled. 

Hence note, That though the» Prophecies and 
Promiſes be full and plain as theſe were, that he 
ſhould be born in Bethlehem 3 yet men's Sins may 
cauſe them to be fulfilled in ſuch obſcurity, that 
inſtead of having benefit thereby, they may 
ſtumble and ſplit their Souls thereat. 

Take heed then, hunt not Chriſt from plain 
Promiſes with Herod, hunt him not from Betble- 
bem, left he appear to your amazement and de- 
firuction from Egypt, or in the Land of Zebylon. 
But thus much to the Second Queſtion 3 to wit, 
What it was for Feſus to come into the World. 

I come now to the Third Queſtion. 

Queſt. 3. What it was for bim to come tobe a 
Saviour, 

For the further handling of this Queſiion I 
muſt ſhew : | 

1- What it is to be a Saviour. 

2. What it is to come to be a Saviour. 

3. Whatit is for Feſis to come to be a Savi- 
our. 

To theſe three briefly. 

Firſt, What it is to be a Saviour. 
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1. A Saviour ſuppoſeth ſome in miſery, and 
himſelf one that is to deliver them. 

2. A Saviour, 1s either ſuch an one Minifte- 
rially, or Meritoriouſly. 

Minitterially, is when one perſon engageth, or 
is engaged by virtue of reſpe& or command from 
Superiours, to go and obtain by conqueſt or the 
Kings Redemption,the Captives or Perſons griev- 
ed by che Tyranny of an Enemy. And thus 
was Moſes and Foſhnab, and the Judges and 
Kings ot Iſrael, Saviours. 

Thou deliveredit them into the Land of their E- 
ncmies who wvexed them, and inthe time of their 
trouble when they cried unto thee, thou beardeſt 
them from Heaven, and according to thy manifold 
mercies #hou gaveſt them $ auiours, who ſaved then 
ext of the Hand of their Enemies, Nehem- 9. 27. 

Thus was Jeſus Chriſt a Saviour, he was en- 
gaged by virtue of reſpe& and command from 
God, to obtain by conqueſt and redemption, the 
Captives or Perfons gricved 3 God ſent hzs Son to 
be the Saviour of the Porld, John 4. 14- 

Meritoriouſly, is when the Perſon engaging, 
ſhall at bis own proper coſt and charge give a 
ſufficient value or price for thoſe he redeemeth. 

Thus thoſe under the Law were redeemed by 
the Mony called the Redemption-Mony. And 
Moſes gave the Mony of them that were redeemed 
unto Aaron . and to bis Sous, Numb. 3. 46, 47> 
48, 49, Jl, J2, 
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And thus was Jeſus Chriſt a Saviour 3 he paid 
full price to Divine Juſtice for Sinners , even his 
Own precious Blood. Foraſmuch as you know that 
you were not redeemed fram your vain Converſation, 


received by tradition from your Fathers, with corrup- | 
zible things , as Silver and Gold, but with the pre- | 


cious Blood of Chriſt, 1 Pet. 1 18, 19. 

And foraſmuch as in mans redemption, the 
Undertaker muſt have reſpec, not only to the 
paying of a price, but alſo to the getting of a Vi- 
Ctory 3 for there is not only Jeſus to ſatisfy, but 
Dcath, Devil, Hell, and the Grave to conquer ; 
theretore hath he alſo by himſelt gotten the Vi- 
tory over theſe.

2. He hath deliroyed the Devil, Heb. 2. 14, 
I5. 

3+ He hath been the deſiruction of the Grave, 
Hoſ.

' Foraſmuch then as the Children are Partakers of 
Fleſh and blood, he alſo likewiſe tock p art of the 
ſame , that through death he might deſtroy bim that 
had the Power of Death, that is the Devil, and 
deliver them , who through fear of death were all 
their life-time ſubje& to bondage, Heb. 2+ 14, 15. 

In theſe words it is afferted, that he took onr © 


| fleſh for certain Reaſons. 


1. Becauſe the Children, the Heirs of Heaven, 


| are Partakers of Fleſh and Blood. Foraſmuch then 


as the Children are Partakers of Fleſh and Blood, he 
alſo himſelf took, part of the ſame. Had the Chil- 
dren, the Heirs, been without fleſh, he himſelf 
had not taken it upon him : had the Children 
been Angels, he had taken upon him the Nature 
of Angels; but becauſe the Children were Par- 
takers of Fleſh, therefore, leaving Angels, or 
refuting to take hold of Angels, he took Fleſh and 
Blood, the Nature of the Children 3 that he might 
put himſclt into a capacity to fave and deliver the 
Children. - Therefore it follows, That through 
death he might deſtroy him that had the Power of 
Death, that is the Devil. 

This therefore was another Reaſon, that he 
might deftroy the Devil. 

The Devil had bent himſclt againſt the Chil- 
dren; 
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dren : he is #beir Adverſary, and goeth forth to 
make war with them. The Devil your Adver- 
ſary : And he went to make war with the Remnant

Children could not deſtroy him, becauſe he had 
already calt them into fin 3 defiled their Nature,

and laid them under the Wrath of God, There- | 
fore Chrilt puts bimſelf among the Children, and | 
into the Nature of the Children 3 that he | 


might, by means of his Dying in their Fleſh, de- 
fixoy the Devil 3 that is, take away Sin, his 
Work, that he might deſtroy the Works of the Devil; 
for ſin is the great Engine of Hell, by which he 
overthroweth all that periſh : Now this did 


Chriſt defiroy, by taking on him the fimilitude | 


of Sinful Fleſh; of which more anon. 


That be might deſtroy him that had the Power of | 
Death, that is the Devil, and deliver them. This | 
was the thing in chief inteaded, that he might 


deliver the Childrez, that he might deliver them 
from death, the Fruit of their Sin 3 and from 
Sin , the Sting of that Death. That he might 
deliver them, who through the Fear of Deatb, were 
all their Life-time ſubje& to bondage. 

He took fleſh therefore, becauſe the Children 
had it 3 he took it that he might die for the Chil- 
dren, he took it chat he might deliver the Chil- 
dren from the Works of the Devil z that be might 
deliver them. No Deliverance had come to the 


Chi'dren if the Son of God had not taken = 
Fle 
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Fleſh and Blood. Therefore he took our Fleſh that 


he might be our $ aviour- 

Again, In a Saviour there muſt be not only 
Merit,- but Compaſſion and Sympathy 3 becauſe 
the Children are yet to live by Faith, are not yet 
come to the Inheritance. It behoved him therefore 
in all things to be made like unto bis Brethren, that 
he might be a Merciful and Faithful High-Prieſt 
in things pertaining #0 God, to make Recoxciliation 
for the Sins of the People, Heb. 2. 17, 18- 

Two Reaſons are xendred in this Text, why 
be muſt take Fleſh, namely,that he might be their 
Pricft, to offer Sacrifice, to wit, his Body and 
Blood for them, and that he might be merciful 


| and faithful, topitty and preſerve them unto the 


Kingdom appointed for them. 
Mark you therefore, how the Apoſile,when he 
afferteth that the Lord Jcſus took our Fleſh,urgeth 


| the reaſon why he took our Fleſh. THAT he 


might deſiroy the Devil and Death, THAT he 
might deliver them. It bchoved him to be made 
like unto his Brethren, THAT he might be mer- 
citul and faithful, THAT he might make Recon- 
ciliation for the Sins of the People. The Reaſon 
therefore why he took our Fleth is declared, to 
wit, That he might be onr Saviour. And hence 
you tind it o often recorded 3 He bath aboliſhed 
in bis Fleſh the Enmity > He hath ſlain the Enmity 
by bis Fleſh, and you who were ſometimes Aliens 


and Enemies in your Minds by wicked works : yer,

How he took Fleſh. | 


Come now to the Second Queſtion, to wit, 

How he took our Fleſh. This mult be inquired 
into, for his taking Fleſh was not after the com» 
mon way, never any took man's Flcſh upon him 
as he, fince the Fcundation of the World. 

1. He took not our fleſh like Adam, who was 
formed out of the Ground. Who was made of the | 
Duſt of the Ground, Gen. 2. 7. Chap. 3, 19. 

2+ He took not our flcth as we do by Carnal 
Generation. Foſephknew not his Wife, neither | 
did Mary know any Man, till ſhe had brought 
forth ber Firſt- born Son, Luk. 1. 34+ Mat. 1. 25: 

3- He took fleſh then, by the immediate work- 
ing and over-ſhadowing of the Holy Ghoſt : And 
hence it is ſaid expreſly; She was found with Child 
of the Holy Ghoſt. Now the Birth of Feſus Chriſt 
was ou this wiſe: IWWhen-as his Mother Mary was + 
eſpouſed to Joleph, ( before they came together) ſhe | 
was found with Child of the Holy Ghoſt, Mate 1. |, 

18. And henceagain, When Foſeph doubtcd of | 
her Honeſty (tor he perceived ſhe was with Child | 
and knew he had not touched her) the Angel of 

God, | 
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God, himſelf comes down to reſolve his doubt, 
and ſaid, Joſeph thow Son of David, Fear not, 
$0 take unto thee Mary thy Wife, for that which is 
conceived in her, is of the Holy Ghoft, Mat. 1. 20» 

But again, Though the Holy Ghoſt was that 
by which the Child Jeſus was formed in the 
Womb, fo as tobe without Carnal Generation 3 
yet was he not formed in her without, but by 
her Conception. Behold, thou ſhalt conceive in 
thy Womb, and bring forth a Son, and ſhalt call his 
Name Jeſus, Luk. 1. 31. Whereforc, he took 
flcſh not only IN, but OF the Virgin, Hence 
he is called HER Son, the SEED of the Woman. 
And hence it is alſo that he is called the Seed OF 
Abrabam, the Seed OF Dauid;, THEIR Seed 
according to the Fleſh, Luk. 2. 7. Gen, 13. 15. 
Chap. 12. Chap» 22. Gal. 3. 16. Chap. 4+ 4+ 
Rom. 1. 3. Luk. 1. 32. Rome 9. 5 

And this the Work he undertook, required. 

7. It required that he ſhould take owr Fleſh. 

2. Ic required that he ſhould take our Fleſh 
without fin, which could not be, had he taken it 
by reaſon of a Carnal Generation 3 for fo, all 
Children are conceived ix, and polluted with fin, 
Pſal. 51. And the leaſt pollution, either of ficſh 
or ſpirit, had utterly diſabled him for the Work, 
which to ds, he came down trom Heaven. Therce 
fore, Such an High-Prieft became ns, who is holy, 
harmleſs, undefiled, ſeparate from Sinners, and 
made bigher than the — Heb.

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{ This Myſtery of the Incarnation of the Son of 
God was thus compleated : I ſay, That he might 
be in all points like as we are, yet without fin 3 for 
fin in the Feſh diſableth, and maketh incapable 
todo the Commandment. Therefore was he 
thus made, thus made of a Woman : And this the 
Angel affigneth as the Reafon of this his Marve- 
lous Incarnation : The Holy Gboſt, faith he, ſhaf 
come upon thee, and the Power of the Higheſt ſhall 
overſhadow thee ; therefore alſo that Holy thing that 
ſhall be born of tbee, ſhall be called the Son of God, 
Luk.

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This then was the Wiſdom of the great God, 
that the Eternal Son of his Love ſhould take hold 
of, and ſo ſecure the ſinking Souls of periſhing 
Sinners by aſſuming their Fleſh. 
Secondly, The Manner of bis doing the Work of 
a Saviour, did call for his taking of our Fleſh. 
He multi do the Work by dying : Omnght not 
Chriſt to have ſuffered ? Chrifſt muſt needs have 
ſufſered, Luk. 24+ 26. Ads 17. 3. or clſeno 
glory follows. The Prophets teſtified before- 
hand the Sufferings of Chriſt, and the Glory that 
ſhould follow, 1 Pet. 1. 11. Yea, they did it by 
the Spirit, even by the Spirit of Chriſt himſelf. 
This Spirit then did bid them tell the World, yea, | 
teſtify that Chriſt muſt ſuffer, or no man be blett | 
with Glory. For the threatning of death, and | 
the Curfe of the Law lay in the Way between | 
Heaven-Gates and the Souls of the Children, for | 
their Sins, wherefore he that will ſave them; muſt 
anſwer Divine Juſtice, or God mmſt lye in ſaving 
them without inflicting the Puniſhment threatned. | 
Chriſt then mult needs have ſuffered, the Manner | 
of the Work, laid a neceſſity upon him to take our | 
Flcſh upon him 3 be muſt die, he muſt die for ws, | 
he mult die for our Sins. And this was effectu- | 
ally foretold by all the Bloody Sacrifices that ' 
were offered under the Law 3 The Blood of Bulls, | 
the Blood of Lambs, the Blood of Rams, the | 
Blood of Calves, and the Blood of Goats and 
Birds Theſe Bloody Sacritices, what did they | 
fignihe, | 
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ſignifie, what were they figures of, but of the | 
bloody 8 acrifice of the Body of Feſus C brift 3 their 
Blood being a Shadow of his Blood, and theirs 
Fleſh being a Shadow of his Fleſh? 

Therefore when God declared that he cook no 
pleafure in them, becauſe they could not make 
che Worthippers perfect as pertaining to the Con- 
ſcience then comes Feſus Chriſt to offer his Sin- 
Icſs Body and Soul for the Sin of the People : 
For it is not poſſible that theBlood of Bulls and Goats 
ſhould take away fin: wherefore,when he cometh into 
the World, he ſaith, Sacrifices and Offerings thou 
wouldeſt not,but a Body haſt thow prepared me; in 
Burnt-Offerings and Sacrifices for ſin thou haſt ha4 
#0 pleaſure. Then ſaid I, lo, I come, in the Volume 
of thy Book it is written of me to do thy good Ill. 
Since Burnt-Offerings cannot do thy Will, my 
Body ſhall 3 fince the Blood of Bulls and Goats 
cannot do thy Will, my Blood ſhall. 

Then follows, By the Will of God weare San- 
tified through the offering up of the Body of Feſus 
Chriſt once for all, Heb. 10. 8, 9, 10. | 

Thirdly, The End of the Work required, That 
Chritt, if he will be our Saviour, ſhould take up- 
on him our Fleſh, 

The End of our Salvation is, That we might 
enjoy God, and that he by us might be glorihcd 
for ever and ever.

This Indwelling of God, and conſe- 
quently our Enjoyment of him, begins firlt in its 
Eminency, by his Poffcſling our Fleſh in the Per- 
ſon of Jeſus Chriſt® Hence his Name is called 
Emmannel, God with us, and the Word was 
made Fleſh and dwelt amongſt us- The Fleſh of 
Chriſt, s the Tabernacle which the Lord pitched, 
according to that ſaying: The Tabernacle of God 
I 7s with men, and be will dwell with them, and they 
it all be his People, and God bimſelf ſhall be with 
it them, and be their God, Revel. 21- 3. Hexe 
God beginneth. to diſcover his Glory, and to be 
dclirable to the Sons of Men.

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bath Conſecrated for us through the Vail, that is to 
ſay, bis Fleſh, Heb. 10. 19, 20. Wherefore by 
the Fleſh and Blood of Chriſt, we enter into the 
Holieſt ; through the Vail, faith he, that is to 
ſay, bis Fleſh. 

2. As the End of our Salvation, is, That we 
might enjoy God: (© alſo it is that he by us might 
be Glorihcd for ever. That God in all things 
might be Glorified through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord. 

Here indeed will the Miftery of his Grace, 
. Wiſdom, Juſtice, Power, Holineſs, and Glory, 
inbabit Eternal praiſe, while we that are count- 
ed worthy of the Kingdom of God, ſhall admire 
at the Miſtery, and ſce our ſelves, without our 
ſelves, even by the Fleſh and Blood of Chrilt 
(through Faith therein) effetually, and Eter- 
nally ſaved.

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Of right, being found in fleſh, he muſt needs 
be under the Law, for that there is not any Ctea- 
ture, above or without Law to God, (but this 
is not to the point in hand) Chriſt was not ebere- 


fore under the Law becauſe he was found in fleſh, 


but he took fleſh, and defignedly put himſelf, or 
was made under the Law 3 wherefore *tis added, 
he was made under the Law to Redeem, to redeem 
them that were under the Law. Wherefore here 
is adeſign, an Heavenly contrivance, and device 


on foot. Chritt is made, that is, by defign, ſub- 


jected under the Law, for the fake, and upon 
the account of others : To redeem them that were 
#nder the Law. 

Made under the Law; that is, put himſelf in- 
to the Room of Sinners, into the Condition of 
Sinners 3 made himſelf ſubje to the ſame pains 
and penalties we were obnoxious to» We were 
under the Law, and it had dominion over us, 
bound us »por pain of Eternal Damnation to do 
compleatly all things written in the Law. This 
Condition Chriſt put himſelf into, that be might 
redeem; for aſſuredly we had elſe periſhed. 

The Law had dominion over us, and fince we 
had finned, of right it pronounced the Curſe, 
and made all men ſubje& to the Wrath of God. 
Chriſt therefore did not only come into our Fleſh, 
but alſo into our Condition, into the Valley and 
Shadow of Death where we were, and where 
We arc aS WE are Sinners, He that is under the 
Law, 


that ſit in Darkneſs. 

Law, is under the Edgevof the Axe, When Da- 
vid was to go viſit his Brethren, and to ſave them 
from the Hand of Golizh, he was to look how his 
Brethren fared, and to take their Pledg, 1+ SaMs 
17-18, This is true of Jeſus Chriſt, when he 
came to ſave us from the Hand of Death and the 
Law ; he looked how his Brethren fared, took 
to heart their deplorable Condition, and put 
himſelf into the ſame Plight, to wit, under the 
Law, that be might redeem them that were under 
the Law. 

I told you before, that he came finleſs into 
the World, that he had a miraculous Conception, 
and wonderful Birth : And here you ſee a Rea- 
ſon for it, he was tobe put, or made under 
the Law to redeem. He that will be made under 
the Law to redeem, had need be fjnle(s, and fpot- 
leſs himſelf 3 for the Law findeth fault with the 
_ and condemneth man for the firſt beginning 

of Sin. | 
| Without this then there could not have been 
| Redemption, nor any the Sons of God by Adop- 
tion z no Redemption, becauſe the Sentence of 

Death had already paſt upon all ; no Sons by A- 

doption, becauſe that's the Effe& of Redemptien. 

God ſent forth his Son made of a Woman, made 
under the Law to redeem them that were under 
the Law, That we might receive the Adoption of 
Sons. Chritt then by being made under the Law, 
hath recovered bis from under the Law, and ob-

+ \ForasT told you before, Chriſt ſtood a Com- 
mon Perſon, preſenting in himſelf the whole 
Lump of the promiſed Seed, or the Children of 
the Promiſez wherefore he comes under the Law 
for them, takes upon him to do what the Law 
required of them, takes upon him to do 3t for 
tbem. 

He began therefore at the firſt Tittle of the 
Law, and going in mans Fleſh, for man, through 
the Law, He becomes the End of the Law for righ- 
teonſueſ}, for every one that believeth, The END 
of the Law, what is the End of the Law, but 
perfect and finle(s Obedience ? that is the End of 
the Law both with reſpe& to its Nature, and 
the Cauſe of its being impoſed, God gave the 
Law, that compleat Rightcouſneſs ſhould by 
that be found upon men, but becauſe fin was 
got into man's Fleſh, therefore this Righteoul- 
neſs, by us, could not be compleated ; Now 
comes Chriſt the Lord into the World, clothes 
himſelf with the Children's Fleſh, addreſſeth him- 
ſelf to the Work of their Redemption,is #tade xn- 
der the Law; and going through every part of 
the Law without Sin, he becometh the End of 
the Law for Juſtifying Righteouſneſs to every one 
that believeth, Rom.

thereto :; *Twas we that needed obedience, 'twas

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we that wanted to anſwer the Law, we wanted 
itbut could not obtain it, becauſe then the Law 
was weak through the Fleſh3 therefore God ſent 
his own Son , and he did our duty for us, even 
to become the End of the Law to every one that 
belicveth : In this therefore Chritt laboured for 
us, he was made under the Law #9 redeem. 
Therefore, as I ſaid before, It behoved him to be 
finleſs, becauſe the Law binds over to anfwer 
fvx fin at the Bar of the Judgment of God. There- 
fore did his God- Hcad aſſume our humane Fleſh, 
in aclean and fpotleſs way that he might come 
under the Law, #0 redeem them that were under 
the Law. 

For conlifting of two Natures, and the Per-

wanting that Perfection of Righteouſneſs which 
omly could anſwer the Demands and Expectation

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of the Juſtice of God, to wit, Perfe& Rzghteonſe 
neſt by Fleſh. 

Butithe Second Perſon in the God-head, the 
Son, the Word, coming under the Law for 
men in their Fleſh, and ſubjeRing himſelf by 
that Fleſh to every tittle, and demand of the 
Law 3 all, and every whit of what was a&cd, 
and done by Jeſus Chriſt God-man for us,it was, 
and is the Righteouſneſs of God: and ſince it was 
not done for himſelf, but for ws (as he faith in 
the Text, to redeem.) The Righteouſneſs by 
which we are ſet free from the Law, is none 0- 
ther but the Righteouſneſs that alone refideth in 
the Perſon of the Son of God.

Righteouſneſs of one that 3s naturally God ? bad 
Adam who was but a mean Man ſtood in bis Inno- 
cency, and done his duty, be bad ſaved bimſelf and 
all ba Pofterity. 

Anſ. Had Adam food he had fo long ſecured 
himſelt (from the Wages of Sin) and Poſterity 
ſo long as they were in him. But had Adam 
ſinned, yea, although ' he had not defited his 
Nature with filth, he could never after that have 
redeemed himſelf from the Curſe of the Law 3 
becauſe he was not equal with God : for-the 
Curſe of the Law is the Curſe of God, but no 
man can deliver himſelf from the Curſe of God, 
having firſt tranſgreſſed. This is evident becauſe 
Angels, for ſin, lie bound in Chains, and can 
never deliver themſelves. 

He therefore that redeemeth man from under 
the Law, muſt, not only do all the good that 
the Law requireth, but bear all the Penalty that 
is due by the Law for fin. 

Should an Angel aſſume human Fleſh, and in 
that Fleſh do the Law, this Righteouſneſs would 
not redeem a Sinner, it would be bur:the Righ- 
tcouſneſs of an Angel, and fo, far ſhort of ſuch 
a Righteouſneſs as can ſecure a Sinner from the 
Wrath of God. But thou ſhalt love the Lord tby 
God with all thy Soul, with all thy Heart, with 
all thy Mind, with all thy Strength. If there was 
no more required of us, now to redeem our 
ſelves, it would be utterly impoſlible for us to 

do 
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do it, becauſc in the beſt there is fin, which will 
intermix it ſelf with every duty of Man. This 
being ſo, all the Heart, all the Soul, #ll the 
Strength, and all the Mind, to the exa@t re« 
quiremeat of the Juſtice of the Law, can never 
be found in a Natural Man. 

Beſides, For this Work there is required a per- 
fe& Memory, always to keep in mind the whole 
Duty of Man, the whole of every tictle of all 
the Law, left fin cone in by forgetfulneſt. 

- 2- A perte&t Knowledg and Judgment, left fir 
coms int by ignorance. 

3. An everlaſting Unweariednels in all, left fin 
and continual Temptations tire the Soxl, 6 cauſe it 
to fail before the whole be done. 

For the Accompliſhing this laſt, he muſt have, 

I. 4 Perfe& Willingneft , without the leaſt 
thought to the contrary» 

2. Such an hatred of fin, as is not to be found, 
but in the Heart of God, 

3. A full delight in every Duty, and that in the 
mid(t of all temptations. 

4. A continuing in all things to the well-plea- 
ſing of the Juſtice of God. 

I ay, ſhould the penalty of the Law be taken 
off, ſhould God forgive the Penalty and Puniſh- 
ment due to fins that are paſt, and only demand 
good works now, ' according to the Tenour of 
the Law, no man could be ſaved : there would 


not be found that Heart, that Soul, that _ 
an 
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and that Strength any-where in the World. 

This therefore muſt ceaſe for ever unlefs the 
Son of God will put his Shoulder to the Work; 
but bleſſed be God he hath done it : When the 
fulneſs of the time was come, God ſent forth bls 
Son, made of a Woman, made under the Law, to 
redeem them that are under the Law.

Chri#t took upon him our Sins. 


Ut Thirdly, Chriſt our Saviour takes upon 
him our Sins. This is another ſtep to the 
Work of our Redemption. .He hath made him to 
be fin for us- Strange DoGtrine ! a Fool would 
thirk it blaſphemy, but Truth hath faid it, 
Truth, I ſay,hath faid, not that he was made to 
be fin, but that GOD made him to be fin. He 
bath made bim to be fin for ws, 1 Cor. 5, 21. 
This therefore ſheweth us how effeRtually 


| Chriſt Jeſus undertook the Work of our Re- 


demption, He was made to be ſin for us. Sin is 
the great block and bar to our happinels 3 fin is 
the Procurer of all miſferies to men both here and 
for ever. Take away fin, and nothing can 
s llurt us 3 for death Temporal, death Spiritual, 
and death Eternal is the Wages ot lin, Rom. 6. 
22, 
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Sin then, and man for Sin, is the Obje& of the 
Wrath of God. If the Obje& of the Wrath 
of God,then is his Caſe moſt dreadful ; for who 
can bear, who can grapple with the Wrath of 
God! Mencannot, Angels cannot, the whole 
"World cannot. All therefore muſt fink under 
fin, but he who is made to be fin for us 3 he only 
can bear, ſ1ns,be only can bear them away; and there- 
fore were they laid upon him. The Lord laid 
upon bim the Iniquities of us all, Iſa. 53. 

Mark therefore, and you ſhall find, that the 
Reaſon why God made him to be fin for us, was, 
That we might be made the Righteouſneſi of God in 
him. He took our Fleſh, he was made under the 
Law, and was made to be fin for us 3 that the 
Devil might be deſtroyed , that the Captives 
might be redeemed, and made the Righteonſneft of 
God in him. 

And foraſmuch as he faith, that GOD hath 
made him to be ſin, it declareth that the Deſign of 
God, and the Mittery of his Will and Grace 
was in it. He hath made him to be fin. God hath 
done it, that we might be made the Righteoul- 
nels of God in him : there was no other way, the 
Wiſdom of Heaven could find no other way, we 
could not by other means ſtand juſt before the 
Juſtice of God. 

Now what remains, but that we who are re- 
conciled to God by Faith in hisBlood,are quit,dif- 
charged, and ſet free from the Law of Sin =

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Death. Yea, what encouragement. to truſt in 
—_ when we read That God made him to be ſin 
For us. | 

Queſt. But how was Jeſus Chriſt made of God 
#0 be ſin for us ? | 

Anſ. Even lo as if himſclt had committed all 
our Sins; that js, they were as really charged 
upon him, as if himſelf had been the Actor and 
Committer of them all. He hath made him to 
be fm not only as a Sinner, but as Sin it ſelf. 
He was as the Sin of the World,thatDay he ftood 
before God in our ſteed. Some indeed, will not 
have Jeſus Chriſt our Lord to be made fin tor us, 
their Wicked Reaſons think this to be wrong 
Judgment in tbe Lord: it ſeems, ſuppoſing, that 
becauſe they cannot imagine how it ſhould be 
therefore God,if he does it, muſt do it at his Peril, 
and muſt be charged with doing wrong Judg- 
ment, and fo; things that become not his Hea- 
venly Majeſty : But againſt this Dunciſh Sophi- 
liry, weſet Paul and 1/atah, the one telling us 
{till, The Lord laid on him the Iniquities of us all ; 
and the other, That God made bim 10 be fin for 


us 


But theſe Men, as I ſuppoſe, think it enongh 
for Chrilt to die under that Notion only, not know*+ 
ing nor teeling the Burden ot Sin, and the Wrath 
of God due thereto. Theſe make him as ſence- 
leſs in hjs Dicing and as much without teaſon, as 
a lilly Sheep or Goat who alſo dicd tor Sin, bur 
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- as-in mem in ſhew, and mm Fee They 
t not the proper Weight,/Guilt,an gent 
of God for Sin. - 
Bat thou., Sinner, whoart ſo in thine own 
Eycs, and, who feeleſt guilt in thine own Con- 
ſcience; Know then, that Jeſus Chriſt the Son of 
the Living God in- fleſh, - was made tobe fin for 
thee, or -ttood- ſenſibly guilty ofall thy Sins be- 
fore God, and bare them in his own Body upon 
the Crols. | 

God- charged our Sins upon Chrift, and that 
in their guilt and burden z what remaineth, but 
that the Charge was real or feigned : if real, then 
he hath either (periſhed under them, or carried 
them away from before God: if they were 
charged but feignedly, then did he but feignedly

What, I ſay, ſhould be the Reaſon, but that 
death aſſaulted him with his Sting. It ]cſus Chriſt 
had been to'die for his Vertues only, doubtleſs he 
would have born it lightly, and ſo he did as he 
dicd, beating witneſs to the Truth, He endured 
the Croft, and deſpiſed the Shame, Heb. 12. I 2, 
How have the Martyrs deſpiſed death; and as it 
were, not been carcful of that, having peace 
with God by Jeſus Chrilt, ſcorning the moſt 
Cruel Torments that Hcll and Men could deviſe 
and invent but Jeſus Chriſt could not do {c, as 
he was a Sggrifice for fin, he died for ſin, he was 
made a Curſe for us. O my Brethren, Chriſt 
died many deaths at once, he tmade his Grave 
with the Wicked, and with the Rich in his Deaths. 
Look how many thouſands ſhall be ſaved, ſo 
many deaths did Jeſus die 3 yet it was but once 
he died. Hedied thy death, and my death, and 
{ſo many deaths as all our Sins deſerved, who 
ſhall be ſaved from the Wrath to come. 

Now to feign that theſe Sorrows, and this 
Bloody Agony was not real, but in ſhew only 
What greater Condemnation can be paſſed upon 
Jeſus Chrift, who loved to do all things in the 
molt feigned Simplicity ? It was theretore be- 
cauſe of im 3, the Sin that was put into the Death 
he died, and the Curſe of God that was due to 
Sinz That, That made death ſo bitter to Jeſus 
Chriſt 5 
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Chriſt 3 *3is Chriſt that died: The Apoſile ſpeaks 
as if never any died bit Chriſt, nor jndeed did 
there, ſo wonderful 2 Death as he, Roin. 8, Death 
conſidered ſimply, as it is a deprivation of natu-. 
ral life could not have theſe Effects in a Pexſon, 
perfonally more Righteous than an Angel. Yea, 
even Carnal Wicked Men not awakened in their 
Conſcience how ſecurely can they die. It muſt 
therefore alſo be concluded, that the Sorrows , 
and Agony of Feſus Chriſt came from a higher cauſe, 
even trom the Guilt of fin, and from the Curſe 


of God that was now approaching for thats 


Sin. 

It cannot be attributed to the Fear of Men , 
their Terrour could not make him aftaid 3 that 
was contrary to his Dodtrine, and did not be- 
come the Dignity of his Perſon ; it was fin, fin, 
ſin » and the Curſe due to fin. 

Thirdly, It is evident that Chriſt did bear and 
die the Curſed Death for fin 3 from the Carriage 
and Diſpenſation of God towards bins, 

Firſt, from the Carriage of God. God now be- 
comes as an Enemy to him.

Theſe things could not he, had he only con- 
ſidered him in his own Perſonal ſtanding, (where 
was the Righteous forſaken.) Without the Con- 
fideration of Sin, he doth not willingly aMict, 
nor grieve the Children of Men 3 that is, not 
out ot pleaſure, or without ſufficient cauſe. 

Jeſus Chriſt then, fince he is under this with- 
drawing, chaſtiifing , bruiſing, and affliting 
Diſpleaſure of God, he is all that time under fin, 
under our fins, and therefore thus accurſed of 
God, his God. 

Secondly, Not only the Carriage of God, but 
his Diſpenſations, his viſible Diſpenſfations,plain- 
ly declare - that he ftood before God in our Sins, 
Vengeance ſuffered bim not to live. Wherctore 
God delivered him up. He ſpared not his own 


| Son, but delivered him wp for us all, Rom. 3. 


32.

That God forſook him, he did with ſtrong crying 
and tears acknowledg 3 and therefore that he 
was under the Soul-afflicting ſence of the loſs of 
God's Favor, and under the | rm of his Diſplea- 
ſure muſt needs flow from the Premifes.. 

But now, becauſe Chriſt Jeſus the Lord, was

things that flow from damned Sinners, could not 
flow from him. | 

I. Deſpair could not riſe in his Heart, for bis

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2. The Everlaſtingneſs of the Puniſhmenc 
therefore, nor the Terrors that accompany ſuch,

And mark, Everlaſting Puniſhment is not the 
proper Wages of fin, but under a ſuppoſition that 
the Perſon ſuffering be not able to pay the Debt.

The difference' then of the Perſons ſuffering 
may make a difference, though not in the Nature 
of the Puniſhment 3 yet in the Duration, and 
Conſequences of it.

Power never man had before. This made the 
Centurion wonder, and made Pontiws Pilat mar- 
vel : And indeed well they might, for it was as 
great a Miracle as any he wrought in his Life. 
Ic demonſtrated him to be the Son of God, Mar. 
x5- 38, 39+ The Centurion knowing that ac- 
cording to nature he might have hved longer , 
concluded therefore that his dying at that inftant 
was not, but miraculouſly. And when he ſaw 
that be ſo cried out, and gave up the Ghoſt, he (aid, 
Truly this Man was the Sou of God. 

And the Reafon why he had power todie, 
was, That he might offer his Offering willing- 
ly, and at the Seaſon.

In due time, that is 
at the time appointed, at the acceptable time. 

Thou muſt therefore, unleſs thou art willing 

to be deceived , look upon the Sufferings of 
Chriſt, under a double Confideration, di- 
finguiſh berwcen his Sufferings as our Example, 
and his Suffering for our Sins. And know, that 
25 he ſuffered as owr Example, fo he ſuffered only 
for righteouſne(F ſake from the Hands of wicked 
Men 3 but as he ſuffered for owr Sins, fo he ſuf- 
fered (as being by God reputed wicked) the Pu- 


-niſhment that was due to fin even the dreadful 


Curſe of God : Not that Chriſt died two deaths 
one after another, but he died at che ſame time 
upon a double account; for his Righteouſneſs ſake 
from Men 5 for our fins, from the Hand of God. 
And, as1 faid before, had he only ſuffered for 
righteouſneſs fake, death had not fo amazed him, 
nox had he been ſo exceeding heavy in the 
Thoughts 
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Thoughts of it 3 that had never put him'into an 
Agony , nor made him Sweat, as it were, great 
drops.of Blood... Beſides, : When men ſuffer only 
for -righteouſneſs; fake, , God doth not ufe to-hide 
his Face from them, to forſake them, and make 
them accurſed 3. But Chriſt hath delivered us from 
the Crerſe of the Law, being made a.Curſe for us. 


ObjeA., But if mmdeed Chriſt hath paid the full 
price for us by his Death, in ſuffering the Puniſh- 
ment that we ſhould have done : wherefore is the 
Scripture ſo filent, as nat to declare, that by bis 
Death he hath made ſatisfatiion ? 

Anſ. No Man may teach God Knowledg, he 
knoweth beſt how to deliver his Mind in ſuch 
words and terms as beſt agree with his Eternal 
Wiſdom, and the Conſciences of theſe that are 
truly deſirous of Salvation, being over-burdened 
with the guilt of Sin. Perhaps the Word Satis- 
faFion will hardly be found inthe Bible; and 
where is it ſaid in ſo many words, God is diſſatu- 
fied with our Sins ? Yet*tis ſufficiently manifeſt, 
that there is nothing that God hateth but fin, 
and Sinners for the Sake of fin. What meant he 
by turning Adam out of Paradiſe, by drowning 
the Old World, by burning up Sodom with Fire 

and Brimftone from Heaven ? What meant he 
by drowning of Pharaoh, by cauſing the Ground 
to ſwallow up Corah and his Company, and by 
his deſtroying Iſrael in the Wilderneſs, if not to- 
Co ſhew 
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ſhew that he was diſſatisfied 'with Sin ? That 
God is alſo fatisfed, yea, more than ſatisfied by 
Chriſt's Sufferings for our Sins, is apparent : For 
granting that he died for them, as theſe Scrip- 
tures deſire, Iſa.

Now if- Chriſt 
had done no more than this,he had only paid our 
debt, but bad not obtained eternal redemption for 
Us. 

. - 2. For a full SatisfaRtion given by this Man for 
harms done by another, may neither obtain the 
Love of che Perſon offended , nor the ſmalleſt 
Gift which the Perſon offending hath not deſerve» 
ed. Suppoſe I owe to this Man ten thouſand 
Talents, and another ſhould pay him every 
Farthing, there remaineth over and above, by 
that compleat Satisfaction, not one fingle half- 
Penny for me. Chriſt hath therefore done more 
than to make fſatisfaftion for ſin by his Blood.

fprrinkled both the Book and all the People, ſaying, This 
zs the Blood of the Teſtament, which God bath in- 
Joyned unto you, Heb. 9. 18, I9, 20s _ 

The Prophetical Office of Chrift ſtandeth of 
two parts: Firſt in Promiſes of Grace 3 Secondly, 
in Diretions of Worſhip 3 but neither is this 
Iaſt, to wit, the Do&rine of Worſhip, or our 
ſubjeion to that Worſhip, of any value, any 
further than as ſprinkled alſo with his Blood : 
For as in the firſt Tcſtament, the Tabernacle and 
all the Veſſels of the Miniſtry were ſprinkled with 
Blood, (and it was neceſſary that fo it ſhould be) 
ſo the Heavenly Things themſelves, muſt be 
alſo purified with.

poſſeſſeth mens Souls The Souls of Men awakyed, 


| andthat continne ſo. By awakened men I mean, 


ſuch as through the Revelation of their Sin and 
Miſery, groan under the want of Jeſus to fave 
them, and that continue ſenſible that they needs 
muſt periſh if his benetits be not beſtowed upon 
them. 

For otherwiſe the Goſpel miniſtreth neither 
Peace nor Holineſs to any of theSouls of che 
Sons of Men ; that is to ſay, not Saving Peace 
and Holineſs. x5* The Goſpel of Grace and 
Salvation, is above all DoQrines, the moft dan- 
gerous, if in word only it be received by gracelcfs 
men : if it be not attended with a Revelation of 
Mer's need of a Saviour : if it be not accompa- 
nicd in the Soul by the Power of the Holy Ghoſt. 
For ſuch Men as have only the notions of it, are 
of all Men liable to the greateſt Sins, becaufe there 
wanteth in their notions, the Power of Love, which 
alone can conſtrain them to love JeſusChriſt. And 
this is the Reaſon of theſe Scriptures. They tary 
the Grace of God into wantonneſs > They turn the 
Grace of our God into laſciviouſneſi, Jude 4. 

For ſome when they hear of the Riches of 
Grace, through Chriſt, that hearing, not being at- 
tended with the Faith & Love which is in Chriſt 
Jeſus 3 thoſe Men receive the notions of this good 
DoQtrine, only to cloak their wickedneſs, and 
to harden themſelves in their Villanies. 

Others 
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Others when they hear, being leavened be, 
fore with the Leaven of ſome other Dodrine, 
ſome DoGtrine of thcRighteouſnels of the World, 
or Doctrine of Devils; forthwith make head a. 
gainſt, and ſpeak evil of the blefſed Doctrine; 
and bccauſe ſome that profeſs it, are not cleanſed 
from their flthineſs oi fleſh and ſpirit, and do 
not perfc& Holine(s in the Fear of God : there- 
fore others conclude that all that profeſs it are 
ſuch, and that the Doctrine it ſelf, tendeth to 
encourage , Or at leaſt, ro tolerate licentiouſneſs, 
as they imagined and afhrmed of Paxl, that he 
ſhould ſay, Let ws do evil that gond may come, 
Rom. 3» 8, 9. 

, The ground of that wicked Concluſion of 
theirs, was, becauſe he by the Allowance of God

Hat Jeſirs Chriſt by what he hath done, hath 
paid full price to God for Sinners, and ob- 
tained Eternal Redemption tor them, is evident 5 
becauſe Prayers are accepted of God only npoy the 
acconut and for the ſake of the Name of Feſus Chriſt: 
Verily, verily T ſay unto you, whatſoever ye ſhall 
ask the Father in my Name, he will give it you, 
Joh. 16. 23. In may Name, in the Name of 
Jeſus Chriſt of Nazareth : in the Name of him 
that carne into the World to ſave Sinners, by dy- 
ing for them a grievous bloody Death; in his 
Name that hath by himſelt put away fin, and 
brought unto God acceptable Righteouſneſs for 
Sinners in his Name 3 why mn his Name, it he 
be not acccpted of God ? why in-his Name, if 
his undertakings for us are not well-plealing to 
God ? But, by theſe Words, in my Name, are 
inſinuated that his Perſon, and performances, as 
our 
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our undertaker, is accepted by the Fatherof Spi- 
rits. We may not go wm our own names, be. 
cauſe we are Sinners 3 not in the Name of one 
another, becauſe all are Sinners 3 but why not 
io the Name of an Angel? Becaule they are not 
thoſe that did undertake for us, or had they, they 
could not have done our work for us. He put- 
zeth no truſt in bis Saints, yea the Heavens are not 
cteant in bis Sight, Job. 4. 18. Chap. 15. 15, . 
It may further be objected : 

Since Jeſus Chriſt is God equal with the Fa- 
ther,. and ſo hath naturally the ſame Power to 
give as the Father, why ſhould che Father rather 
than the Son, be the great Giver to the Sinners 
of the World ? and why may we not go fo 
Chriſt in the Name of the Father, as well as to 
the Father in the Name of Chriſt? I ſay, how 
can theſe things be ſalved, but by conſidering 
that fin and juſtice put a NECESSITY upon it, 
that thus muſt our Salvatioff be obtained; Sin 
and Frſtice could not reconcile,nor could a means 
be tound out to bring the Sinner and an Holy 
God together, but by the Intercepting of the 
Son, who mult take upon him to anſwer Juſtice, 
and that by taking our Sins from before the Face 
of God by bloody Sacrifice, not by Blood of o- 
thers, as the High-Pricſts under the Law. For, 
as every High-Prieſt is ordained to offer Gifts and 
Sacrificer, it is of nece'y that this Man have ſome-

giveth us the Victory through Jeſus Chriſt, 1 Cor.

The Love of the Truth, is none elſe but the Love 
and Compaſſion of Jeſus Chrilt, in ſhedding his 
Blood for Mans Redemption. Greater love than 
this bath no man, that s Man lay down his Life 
for bis Friends, Joh. 15. 13+ This then is the 
Love of the Truth (ot Jeſus} that he hath laid 
down his Life for us. Now that the rejetors 
of this Love, ſhould by this their rejecting pro- 
cure ſuch wrath of God againſt them, that rather 
than they ſhall miſs of damnation, himſelf will 
chuſe their Deluſions for them, ' and alſo give 
them up to the effcual Working of theſe Delu- 
fjons : what doth this manifeſt, but that God is 
diſpleaſed with them that accept not of Jeſus 


Chriſt for Rightcouſnel(s, and will certainly or- 
der 
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der that their end ſhall be everlaſting Damnation : 
therefore Jeſus Chriſt hath paid full price to God. 
for Sinners, and obtained Erernal Redemption 
for them . ; 


The Uſe of the Doftrine. 


I come now to make ſome uſe of, and to apply 
this Biefſſed Doitrize of the Undertaking 
of Feſus Chriſt; and of his paying full 
Price to God for Sinners, and of his ob- 
zaining Eternal Redemption for them. 


The firſt Uſe. 


 Y this Doctrine, we come to underſtand many 
things which otherwiſe abide obſcure and ut- 

terly nuknown, becauſe this Doctrine js accompa- 
nied with the Holy Ghoſt, that Revcaler of ſe- 
crets, and Searcher of the deep things of God, 
1 Pet. 1.2. Epheſ. 1. 17. 1 Cor. 2. The Holy 
Ghoſt comes down with this Doctrine, as thac 
in which it alonedelighteth : theretore 1s it called 
The Spirit of IV iſdom and Revelation in the Know- 
ledg of Feſres Chriſt. He giveth alſo the Light of 
the Kaowledp of the Glory of God in the Face of Je» 
Jus Chriſt, 2 Cor. 4+ 6+ Little of God is known 
M yr 
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in the World where theGoſpel is rejected: the Re 
ligious Jew, and the Wile Gentile may ſee more 
of God in a Crucihed Chriſt, than in Heaven 
and Earth beſides : For in him are hid all the Treq- 
ſures of Wiſdom and knawledg : not only in his 
Perſon, as God, but alſo | in his Undertakings as 
Mediator. Hence Paul telleth us, That be deter. 
mined not to know any thing among the Corinthi- 
ans but Jeſus Chriſt and him Crucified, Col. 2. 
2, 3- 1 Cor. 2. 2, 3. I ſay more of God is 
revealed in this Doctrine to us, than we can ſee 
of him in Heaven and Earth without it, 

Firlt, Here 1s more of þis WISDOM (cen, 
than in his making, and upholding all the Crea- 
tures. Fs Wiſdom, I ſay, in deviſing means to 
reconcile Sinners to an Holy and Infinite Majeſty, 
to bea Fauſt God, and YET a Saviewr ; to be juſt 
to his Law, juſt to his Threatning, juſt to him- 
ſelt, and yet fave Sinners, can no-way be under- 
ſtood till thou underſtandeſt why Jeſus Chriſt did 
hang on the Tree 3 for here only is the Riddle 
unfolded, Chrijt died for our Sins, and therctore 
can God in Juſtice fave us, Iſa. 45. 21. And 
hence is Chit called The Wiſdom of God, not 
only becaute he is ſo effentially, but becauſe by 
him is the greatelt Revelation of his Wiſdom 
towards man, In Redemption therefore, by the 
ood of Chritt, God 15s ſaid to abound towards 
#5 in all wiſdim, Ephel. 1. 7, 8. Here weſee 
the higheſt Contradictions reconciled, hereJult ice

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kifſeth the Sinner, here a Man ſtands juſt in the 
Sight of God, while confounded at his own Pol- 
lutionsz and here he that hath done no good, 
hath yet a ſufficient Righteouſneſs 3 even the 
Righteouſneſs of God which is by Faith of Jeſus 
Chriſt. 

Secondly, The JUSTICE of God , is bere more 
ſeen, than in puviſhing all the Damued. He 
ſpared not bis own Son, is a Sentence which more 
revealeth the Nature of the Juſtice of God, than 
if it had ſaid he ſpared wot all the IWorld. Trae, 
he caſt Angels from Heaven, and drowned the 
Old World 3 he turned Sodom and Gomorrah into 
Aſhes, with many more of like nature, but what 
were all theſe to tne Curling of his Son ? yea, 
what were ten thouſand ſuch manifeſtations of his 
Iretul Indignation againtt Sin, to that of ſtrik- 
ing, afflicting, chaftiting, and makivg the darl- 
ing of his Boſom the Obje& of his Wrath and 
Judgment. Here it is (cen he reſpecteth not per- 
ſons, but, judgeth fin, and condemneth him on 


| whom it is found 3 yea although on Jeſus Chritt 


his wcll-Beloved, Row. 8. 32. Gal. 3. 13. 

Thirdly,The Myſtery of God's WILL, is here more 
ſcen, than in hanging the Earth upon nothing 3 
while he condemneth Chrili though Righteous, 


s and juſtitiech us though Sinncrs : while he mak+ 


| &h him to bein for us, and us the Rightcout- 
| nels of God in him, 1 Pet. 3, 18. 2 Cor. 5: 


20s 
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Fourthly, The POWER of God, is bere more 
ſeen, than in making ot Heaven and Earth ; for, 
for one to bear, and gct the Victory over Sin, 
when charged by the Juſtice of an Infinite Maje- 
ſiy, in ſo doing, he ſheweth the Height ofthe 
Higheſt Power: For where fin| by the Law is 
charged, and that by God immediatly, there an 
Infinite Majeſty oppoſeth, and! that with the 
whole of his Juſtice, Holineſs, and Power : $0 
then, he that is thus charged,and engaged for the 
Sin of the World, muſt not only be equal with 
God, but ſhew it, by over-coming that Curſe 
and Judgment that by Infinite Juſtice is charged 
upon him for Sin. 

When Angels and Men had finned, how did 
they fall and crumble before the Anger of God | 
they had not power to withſtand the terrour, nor 
could there be worth found in thcir Perfons, or 
Doings, to appeaſc diſplcaſed Juſtice. But be- 
hold here ſiands the Son of God before him in 
the Sin of the World, his Father finding him 
there, curfeth, and condemns him to death: 
but he by the Power of his God-head, and the 
Worthineſs of his Perſon and Doings, vanquiſh- 
cth fin, fatisteth God's Juſtice, and fo be- 
comes the Saviour of the World. Here then is 
Power ſeen : Sin is a Mighty thing, it crufheth 
all in pieces, fave him whoſe Spirit is Eternal, 
Heb. 9. 14. Sct Chriſt, and his Sufferings a- 
tide, and you ncither (ce the Evil of Sin, —_—_ 
Dif- / 
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Difpleaſure of God againſt it 3 you {ce them not 


in their utmoſt. Had*ſt thou a view of all the 
Legions that are now in the pains of Hel, yea, 


{ couldeii thou hear their ſhreeks, and groans to= 


gether at once, and feel the whole of all their 
burden ; much of the evil of Sin, and of the Ju- 
ſtice of God againſt it, would be yet unknown 
by theez for thou wouldeſt want power to feel, 
and bear the utmoſt! A Giant ſhews not his 
Power, by killing of a little Child, nor yet is his 
migtt ſeen by the refifiance that ſuch a lictle one 
makes, but then he ſheweth his power when he 
dealeth with one like himſelf: yea, and the Pow- 
ex alſo of the other is then made manifeſt in ſav- 
ing himſclt from being ſwallowed up with his 
Wrath. Jclus Chriſt alſo made maniteſt his E- 
ternal Power and God-head, more, by bearing 
and over-coming our Sinsz than in making, or 
upholding the whole World : Hence Chrift Cru- 
citied, 15 called #he Power of God , 1 Cor. 1. 
23> 24» 

Fifthly, The LOVE and MERCY of God, 
is more {cen in, and by this Doctrine, than any 
other way. Mercy and Love are ſeen in that God 
gives us Rain and fruitful Seafons, and in that he 
tilleth our Hearts w:th food and gladneſs 3 from 
that bounty he beftoweth upon us as men, as his 
Creatures, Oh ! but herein is Love made mani- 
felt 312 that Chriſt laid down his Life for us : And 
God commended his Love towards ' us, in that 
M 3 while 
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while we were yet Sinners Chriſt died for ns; 1 Joh; 
3- 16. Chap. 4. 10 Rom. 5. 8. 

Never Love like this, nor did God ever give 
ſuch diſcovery of his Love from the beginning to 
this Day. Herein 7s Love, not that we loved God, 
bt that he loved us, and ſent bis Son to be the Pro- 
pitiation for our Sins. 

Here is Love, that God ſent his Son ! his 
Darling ! his Son that never offended ! his Son, 
+ that was always his delight! Herein is Love 
that be (ent him to ſave Sinners ! to ſave them by 
bearing their Sins ! by bearing their Curſe! by 
dying their Death ! and by carrying their Sor. 
rows! Hereis Love in that while we were yct 
Enemics, Chriſt died tor us ! yea, here is Love, 
in that while we were yet without ſtrength, Chrif 
died for the Ungodly, Rom. 5.

But Secondly, as this DoQrine giveth us the 
beſt diſcoverypf God) fo alſo it giveth us the belt 
difcovery of gur ſelves, and our own things. 

Firſt, It giveth us the beſt diſcovery of our 
ſelves : Wouldeſt thou know Sinner, what thou 
art 3 look, up to the Croſk, and behold a Weeping , 
Bleeding, Dying Jeſus : nothing could do but 


that, nothing could fave thee but his Blood; An- | 
gels could not, Saints could not, God could not, |

This 
Lamb of God. Sinners were going to Hell, 
Chriſt was the Delight of his Father, and had a 
whole Heaven to himſelf 3 but that did not con- 
tent him, Heaven could not hold him. He muſt 
come into the' World to ſave Sinners, 1 Tim- I. 
I5. Ay, and had he not come, thy Sins 
had ſunk thee, thy Sins had provoked the Wrath 
of God againſt thee 3 to thy perdition and deſtru- 
Etion for ever. There is no Man, but is a Sin- 
ner, there 15 no Sin but would damn an Angel, 
ſhould God lay it to his charge. Sinner, the 
Doctrine of Chriſt crucified crieth, therefore, a- 
loud unto thee, that fin hath made thy Condition 
dreadful : Sce your elves, your Sin, and conſe- 
quently, the Condition that your Souls are in, 
by the Death and Blood of Chritt ; Chriſts Death 
giveth us the moſt clear diſcovery of the dreadful 
Nature of our Sins. I tay again, if fin be fo 
dreadfu] a thing as to breakthe Heart of the Son 
of God (tor ſo he faith it did) how ſhall a Poor, 
Wretched, Impenitent, damned Sinner, wrelile 
with the Wrath of God. Awake Sinners, you 


| are loſt, you are undone, you periſh, you are 


damned, Hell-fixe is your Portion for ever, it 
yourabide in your Sins, and b: found withour 
M 4 a 
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a Saviour in the dreadful Day of Judgment. 
Secondly, For your good Deeds cannot help 
you, the Blood of Chriſt tells you ſo : For 
by this Do@rine, Chriſt died for our Sins, God 
damncth to death and hell, the Righteouſneſs of 
the World, Chrift muſt dic, or Man be datmn- 
ed: whereis now any room for the Righteouſ- 
neſs of Men ? room, I fay, for Man's Righteouf. 
neſs, as to his Acceptance and Juſittication, 
Bring then thy Righteouſneſs to the Crofſs of 
Jeſus Chriſt, and in his Blood behold the De. 
mands of Juſtice ; behold chem, I fay, in the 
Cries, and Tears, in the Blood and Death of 
Jeſus Chriſt, Look again, and behold the Perſon 
dying 3 ſuch an one as wever finned, nor offend- 
ed at any time, yet he dies. Could an Holy 
Life, an Innocent, Harmleſs Converſation have 
ſaved one from death, Feſus had notdied. But he 
muſt die,Sin was charged,therfore Chriſt mult die. 
Men therefore wa, to go no further to prove 
the Worth of their own Rightcouſnels, than to 
the Death of Chriſt : They necd not be to ſeek 
in that Matter till they ſtand before the Judgs 

ment-Seaf, 
Queſt. But how ſhould T prove the Goodueſi of mine 
own Righteouſneſi,by theDeath and Blood of Chriſt? 
Anſ. Thus : If Chriſt muſt die for Sin, then 
all thy Righteouſneſs cannot fave thee, If Rzgh- 
teeuſueſt comes by the Law, then Chriſt is dead in 
vain, Gal, 2. 21+ By this Text *tis _ 
x" 0.48 eat 
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that either Chriſt died in vain, or thy Righteouſ- 
neſs is vain. If thy Righteouſneſs can ſave thee, 
then Chrift died in vain. It nothing below, or 
beſides the Death of Chriſt could fave thee, 
then thy Righteouſneſs is in vain 3 one of the 
two muſt be caſt away, cither Chriſt's, or thine, 
Chriſt Crucified to fave the World, diſcovereth 
two great evils in Man's own Righteouſneſs : I 
mean when brought for Juſtification and Life. 

I. It oppoſeth the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, 

2. It condemneth God of Fooliſhneſs. 

1+ It oppoſeth the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt 3 in 
that it ſceketh it ſelf to ſtand, where ſhould the 
Rightcouſneſs of Chrift 3 to wit, in God's affe- 
Qion for the Juſtification of thy Perſon, and this 
is one of the highelt affronts to Chriſt, that poor 
man is capable to give him : Right worthily 
therefore, doth the Dottrine of the Goſpel damn 
the Righteouſneſs of Men, and promiſeth the 
A of Gcd to Publicans and Harlots ra» 
ther. 

2, It condemneth God of Fooliſhnefs : For it 
Works of Righteouſneſs which we can do, can 
juſtitie from the Curſe of the Law in the Sight of 
God, then 15 not all the Treaſures of Wifdom 
found in the Heart of God and Chrift ; Fox this 
Dolt-headed Sinner, hath now found out a Way 
of his own, unaweares to God, to-fecure his Soul 
from Wrath and Vengeance. I fay, unaware to 
Gods for he never imagined thatſuch «ming 
cou 
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| could be, for had he, he would never have pur- 
poſed before the World began, to ſend his Son 
to die for Sinners. Chriſt is the Wiſdom of God, | 
as you have heard, and that as he is our Juſtify- 
ing Righteouſneſs, God was manifeſt in the 
Fleſh to ſave us, is the great Myltery of Godli- 
neſs. But wherein lyeth the depth of this Wiſ- 
dom of God in our Salvation,' if Man's Right 
band can ſave. him > Job 40. 10, 11, 12, 13, 
14. 

Yea, wherefore hath: God alſo given it out, 
that there is none other Name given to Men, 
under Heaven whereby we muſt be ſaved : I ſay 
again, why is it affirmed, without ſhedding of 
Blood is no Remiſſion, if Mans good Deeds can 
ſave him ? 

This Doctrine therefore of the Rightcouſneſs 
of Chriſt, being rightly preached, and truly be- 
lieved, arraigneth and condemaneth Man's Righ- 
tcouſneſs to Hell : It caſteth it out, as Abraham 
caſt out 1/mael.' 

BLOOD ! BLOOD, the ſound of Blood, a- 
baſeth all the Glory of it. When Men have 
faid all, and ſthewed us what they can, they have 
no Blood to preſent God's Juſtice with 3 yet *tis 
Blood that maketh an Atonement for the Soul, and | 
nothing but Blood can waſh us from our Sins, 
Levit. 17. 11. Revel, 1. 5» Heb. 9. 

Juſtice calls for Blood, Sins call for Blood, the 


Righteous Law calls for Blood; yea the _ 
im- 
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himſelf muſt be overcome by Blood: Sinner 
where is now thy Righteouſneſs ? Bring it be- 
fore a Conſuming, Fire 3 | for our God is a Con- 
ſuming Fire] Bring it before the Juſtice of the 
Law : yea try if ought but the Blood of Chrift 
can ſave thee from thy Sins, and Devils 3 try it, 
I ſay, by this Doctrine 3 go not one ſtep further 
before thou haſt tricd it. 

Thirdly, By this Doctrine we are made to ſee, 
the worth of Souls : it cannot be but that the Soul 
is of Wonderful Price, when the Son of God 
will not ſtick to ſpill his Blood for it. O Sinners, 
you that will venture your Souls for a little plea- 
ſure, ſurely you know not the worth of your 
Souls. Now if you would know what your 
Souls are worth, and the Price which God ſets 
them at, read that Price by the Blood of Chriſt. 
The Blood of Chriſt was ſpilt to ſave Souls. For 
ye are bought with a Price, and that Price none 
other than the Blood of Chriſt ; wherefore glorify 
God in yourBodies and in yourSpirits which are 
Gods, 1 Cor. 6+ 20. Sinners, you have Souls, can 
you behold a Crucified Chriſt and not Blecd, 
and not Mourn, and not fall in Love with him ?

By this Do&rine Sinners, as Sinners, arc en- 
couraged to come to God for mercy, for the 
Curſe due to Sin is taken out of the way. I fpeak 
now 
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ow to Sinners that are awake, and ſce them; 

ves Sinners. 

_ There arc two things in ſpecial when Men be. 
in to be awakened, that kill their thoughts of 

Bn ſaved. 

1. AdSenſe of fin. 

2. The Wages due thereto. 

Theſe kill the Heart, for who can bear up un- 
der the guilt of Sin? If or Sins be upon us, and 
we pine away in them, how can we THEN live? 
Ezek. 33. 19+ How. indeed !' it is impoſſible, 
So neither can Man grapple with the Juſtice of 
God. Can thine Heart exdure.or can thine Hands 
be flrong ? they cannot, A wonnded Spirit who 
can bear ? Men cannot, Angels cannot : where- 
fore it now Chriſt be hid,. and the bleſſing of 
Faith in his Blood denied, wo be to them : tuch 
go after Saul and Fadas, one to the Sword, and 
the other to the Halter, Ezek- 22. 14. Prov. 
18. 14. and ſo miferably end their days for 
come to God they dare not, the thoughts of that 
Eternal Majctly (trikes them through. 

But now preſent fuch Poor dejeed Sinners 
with a Cruciticd Chriſt, and perſwade them that 
the Sins under which they ſhake and tremble, 
was long ago laid upon the Eack of Chriſt, and 
the Noiſe, and Senſe, and Fear of damning, be- 
gins to ceale, depart, and fly away: Dolours, 
and Tcrrours fade, and vaniſh, and that Soul 
conceiveth hopes of Life, For thus the Soul 
ar- 
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argueth, is this indeed the Truth of God, that 
Chriſt was made to he Sin for me! was made 
the Curſe of God for me! Hath he indeed born 
all my Sins, aud ſpilt his Blood for my Redemp= 
tion? O bleſſed Tidings, O welcome Grace! 
Bleſs the Lord O my Soul , and all that # within me 
blefi bis Holy Name. Now is peace come, now 
the Face of Heaven is altercd : Bebold all things 
are become new, Now the Signer can abide Gods 
Preſence, yea {ces unutterable Glory and Beauty 
in him : For here he ſecs Juſtice ſmite. While 
Facob was afraid, of Eſau, how heavily did he 
drive, even towards: the Promiſed Land ? but 
when killing thoughts were turned into kiſſing, 
and the fears of the Swords Point turned into 
Brotherly Embraces, what fays he, I have ſeex 
thy Face, as though it had been the Face of God, 
and thou waſt pleaſed with me? Gen. 33. 10. 

So, and far better is it, with a poor diſtreſſed 
Sinner at the Revelation of the Grace of God 
through Jeſus Chriſt. God was in Chriſt recon- 
ciling the World unto himſelf not imputing their 
Treſtaſſes to them; O! what work willſucha 
word make upon a wounacd Conſcience, eſpe 
cially when the next words follow. For be hath 
made him to be Sin for us, who knew no ſin, that 
we might be made the Kighteouſneſs of God in him. 

Now the Soul ſccs qualifications able to ſet 
him quit in the Sight of God + Qualifications pre« 
pared already. Prepared 1 fay already,and that by 
God 
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God through Chriſt ; even ſuch as can perfetly 
anſwer the Law. What doth the Law require ? 
If Obedience, here it 37; if Bloody Sacrifice, here 
it is ifinfinite Rigtiteouſneſs, here it ir. Now 
then the Law condemns him that Believes, before

Fourthly, By this Dotirine ſofficiency of argu- 
ment is miniſtred to the tempted, to withſtand, 
thereby, the aſſaults of the Devil.

Teſus, then Satan begins to affli and diſtreſs, as 
the Canaanites did the Gibeonites , for making 
Peace with Jehoſhuah, Foſe 10. 1, 6+ 

There are three things that dowuſually affli& 
the Soul that is carneſily looking after Jeſus 
Chriſt. 

1. Dreadful accuſations from Satan- 

2. Grievous defiling and infectious thoughts, 

3. Aſtrange readineſs in our Nature to fall 
in with both. 

By the firſt of theſe the Heart is made continu- 
ally to tremble. Hence his Temptations axe 
compared to the roaring ofa Lyon, 1 Pez. 5. 8. 
For as the Lyon by roaring killeth the Hearc of 
his Prey, ſo doth Satan, kill the Spirit of theſe 
that hearken to him : For when he tempteth, 
eſpecially by way of accuſation, he doth to us, 
as Rabſhakeb did to the Jews: He ſpeaks to us in 
our own Language. He ſpeaks our Sin at every 


; word, our guilty Conſcience knows it, he ſpeaks 


our Death at every word, our doubting Conſci- 
ence feels its 

Secondly, Beſides this, there doth now ariſe 
even 
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even in the Heart ſuch defiling, and foul infe- 


&ious thoughts, that putteth the Tempted to 
their wits end: for now it ſeems to the Soul chat 


the very flood-Gates of the Fleſh are opened, and | 


that to fin there is no ſtop at all; now the Air 
ſeems to be covered with darkneſs, and-the Man 
is aS if he was changed into the nature ofa Devil; 
Now if ignorance and unbelief prevail, he con- 
cladeth that he 15 reprobate, made to be taker 
and deſtroyed: 
Thirdly, Now alſo he feelcth in him a readi. 
neſs to fall in with every temptation 3 a readi- 
neſs, I ay, continually preſent, Rom. 7. 21; 
This throws all down, now deſpair begins to 
ſwallow it up 3 now it can neither-pray, not 
read, nor hear, nor meditate on God, but Fire 
and Smoke continually burſteth forth of the 
Heart againft him 3 now fin and great confuſion 
puts forth it ſelf in all : yea, the more the Sin- 
ner defireth to do a duty ſincerely, the further of

what ſhall the Fly do now ? why ſhe dies, if 
ſomne- body does not quickly releaſe her. This 
is the caſe of the Tempted, they are entangled in the 
Webb, (their Feet and Wings are entangled) 
now $ atan ſbews bimſelf, if the Soul now ftruggleth, 
Satan laboureth 10 bold it down) if it now ſhall ma 

8 zoiſe, then be bites with blafhbemars Mouth, 
(more poiſonous than the Gall of a Serpent.) If 
it ſtruggle again, then be poiſaneth more aud more : 
infomuch that it necds at laſt muſt dic in the Net, 
if the Man, the Lord Feſw, belps not out. 

The afflifted Couſcience underſtands my:

Further, though the Fly in the Webb, is al- 
togethex uncapable of looking for relief, yet this 
awakened tempted Chrittian is not 3 what muſt 
hedo therefore ? how ſhould he contain hopes 
of life ? If he looks to his Heart there is Blaſphe- 
my 3 if he looks to his duties, there is Sin 3 if 
he ſtrives to mourn and lament, perhaps he can- 
not, unbelicf and hardneſs hinder : ſhall this 
Man lie down in deſpaix ? No : ſhall he uſt to 
his duties ? No : ſhall he ſtay from Chriki till his 


'Heart is better? No; What then? Let him 


' NOW look to Jeſus Chriſt Crucitied, then ſhall 


he ſee his Sins anſwered for, then ſhall he ſee 
Death a-dying, then ſhall he fee Gxilz born by 
| N another, 
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another.and there ſhall he fee the Devil overcome, 
This fizht deſtroys the Power of the firſt Temp- 
ration 3. purihes the Heart and mclines the Mind 
to all good things. 

And to encourage thee, tempted Creature, to 
this moſt Goſpel-Duty : Conltder, that when 
Jeſas Chriſt read his Commiſſion upon the enter- 


ing into his' Miniſtry, he proclaimed : The Spi- , 
rit of the Lord is upon me, becauſe he hath anointed 


me to preachthe Goſpel to the Poor, he hath ſent me 
to beal the broken- Hearted, to preach deliverance to 
the Captives, and recovering of fight to the Blind, 
#0 ſet at liberty them that are bruiſed, to preach the 
acceptable Tear of the Lord, Luk. 4. 18, 19. 
Theſe things therefore ſhould the Tempted be- 
lieve, but bclieving 15 now ſweating-work 3 for 
Satan will hold as long as poſſible, and only ſted- 
faſt Faith can make him fly: Bur O ! the Toyl 
of a truly gracious Heart in this Combate,it Faith 
be weak, he can ſcarce get higher than his Knees; 
Lord help, Lord fave, and then down again, till 
an Arm trom Heaven takes him up 3 until Feſus 
Chriſt be evidently ſet forth Crucified for him, 
and Curſed for his Sin : for then (and not till 
then) the Temptation rightly ceaſcth, at leaſtwiſe 
for a Scalon. Now the Soul can tend to look a-
